1. Susan Rook — Aged 33... Born in New Mexico, but due to her hippie parents, has lived 
all over America... Self-taught through 12th grade... Likes to drink long-neck Buds in local 
Atlanta watering holes... Is 6 feet tall... Was once chased around her office by a Nigerian 
ambassador who had less-than-proper intentions... Is currently attending Emory University.

1, Greta Van Susteren -- Aged 40... Born in Wisconsin, attended Georgetown Law... Father 
was a judge... Teaches at Georgetown, also has a private practice... Cut her teeth in the 
Washington D.C. courts...

PROSPECTIVE WITNESSES 


While the official witness lists run to over 250 names, these are most probably the 
significant witnesses whose testimony will figure prominently in the trial. 








For The Prosecution: 
1. Kato Kaelin — OJ's former houseboy and remora whose testimony does serious damage to 
OJ's alibi. Kato says he heard several loud "thumps" outside his apartment at OJ's estate. 
Investigating, he encountered Allan Park, the limo driver, who himself says that at around this 
same time he saw a figure resembling OJ entering the house. This contradicts OJ’s contention 
that he never left his house on the night of the murders. | 


































2. Allan Park — Another blow to OJ's alibi. While OJ claimed he "overslept" for his 
appointment with his airport limousine and was simply late getting ready, the limo driver 
claims that when he arrived to pick him up, OJ did not respond to his gate intercom for 15 
minutes. Park then claims that he saw a figure resembling OJ entering his house, upon which 
the intercom was answered. Furthermore, when OJ finally entered the limousine, Park says 
he was "sweaty and agitated." If this testimony holds up, it shows OJ deliberately lied about 
his whereabouts at the time of the killings. 


3. Cellmark Labs -- The lab that will send to the trial the DNA test results. This expert 
testimony will assert that according to DNA genetic coding, it is literally a one-in-one-million 
shot that blood found at the crime scene is not OJ’s. This is the same lab that did the DNA 
testing in the William Kennedy Smith case. 


4, Detectives Phillip Vannatter, Tom Lange, and Ronald Phillips -- Their testimony will serve 
to corroborate the details of the crime scene, the physical evidence, time of death, etc., and 
the statements given by various witnesses. Biggest Moment: The recounting of the 3-hour 
interview OJ granted detectives while in custody. 


s L.A. Coroner Irwin Golden -- Golden’s testimony will center on the physical details of the | 
victims; these are particularly significant as Prosecutor Marcia Clark attempts to make the jury 
picture her scenario of exactly what happened and how. | 


|6. Allen Wattenberg and Jose Camacho -- The storeowner and sales clerk, respectively, at 
Ross Cutlery indowntown LA. According to the testimony of both these men, OJ purchased a 
"German, stiletto-type knife" at the store just 5 weeks before the crime. Their credibility 1s 
shaky, however, because they sold their story to The National Enquirer. 


7. John Dunton — The mystery witness. Rather than testify at Al Cowlings’ pre-trial hearing, 
information from which could be used at the OJ trial, Dunton, a convicted forger, preferred to | 
take a contempt of court ruling and go to jail. His claim is that if he reveals sensitive ` ` 
information he knows, bell "be killed." He claims the D.A. 5 office reneged on a promise of 
anonymity; thus far, the D.A.’s office has been unable to budge him. A strange and 
under-reported aspect of the case. 


For The Defense: 
8. Dr. Henry Lee — Famous forensic specialist from Connecticut whom the Defense plans to 
use as their DNA expert. His testimony will serve to cast doubt upon the accuracy of the 
Prosecution’s DNA findings by undercutting the reliability of DNA testing in general. 
Furthermore, he may point up the fact that an unusually small amount of blood and hair was 
available for testing, none of which was supplied to the Defense in order to conduct its own 
tests, A very important witness for the Defense. 












9, Michael Baden -- A nationally-recognized New York forensics expert called in to rebut the 
testimony of coroner Irwin Golden. Baden will testify on his examination of the physical 
evidence; among the issues he may raise are dual assailants (other than OJ), as well as a 
mysterious bite mark on Nicole’s back, suggesting the attack may in fact have been the work 
of a rapist known to be operating in the Brentwood area at the time. 























10. Robert Kardashian — Lawyer/entrepreneur friend of OJ's. Kardashian was present the 
night OJ and Al Cowlings took off in OJ’s white Bronco. Kardashian's testimony will 
primarily serve to bolster the presentation of OJ’s character and his actions in the period 
immediately following the murders, particularly on Bronco Friday, 


11. Justin and Sydney Simpson — O.J. and Nicole’s son and daughter, who are 6 and 8, 
respectively. Asleep upstairs in Nicole’s townhouse at the time of the murders, Sydney 
reportedly told police that she "heard mommy’s best friend’s voice and heard mommy crying." 
The Defense may use this to attempt to establish the presence of another person at the house 
on the night of the killings. The emotional impact of O.J.’s own children pleading his case 
also shouldn't be overlooked. 


The Wildcards 


The effect that the testimony of the following witnesses will have on the jury is | 
completely unpredictable. Depending on what they say under oath, these witnesses could hold 
the key to the entire trial. 






12. Al Cowlings -- While Cowlings drove the Bronco during OJ’s televised low-speed chase, 
and grew up and played pro football with OJ, it is highly probable that his testimony would be 
most damaging to the Defense. Cowlings could reveal exactly what occurred inside the 
‘Bronco, what OJ’s state of mind was, and what OJ told him that night. Or, he could simply 
swear by OJ’s version of events. Will the D.A. manage to bring enough pressure to bear on 
 Cowlings to get him to testify against his life-long friend? Will Team Marcia be able to shred 
| Cowlings’ defense of OJ? Another definite moment of high drama. 













13. Paula Barbieri — OJ’s on-again, off-again girlfriend and recent Playboy model. OJ 
reportedly called her, got no answer, then beeped her from his cellular phone at around 10 pm 
| the night of the killings; if this is true, and OJ’s cellular phone was located where it normally 
| was, this puts OJ in his car at 10 pm the night of the crime. OJ claims to have never left the 
house that night. 



















14. Detective Mark Fuhrman — The impact of Mark Fuhrman’s testimony cannot be 
overstated; for the Prosecution, he is corroboration of the most damaging piece of physical 
evidence they have (the bloody glove). However, if the Defense can get the jury to believe 
charges that Fuhrman is a racist and.that he planted the glove at OJ’s estate, doubt is suddenly | 
cast over the Prosecution’s entire case. Barring any surprises, what will probably be the 
determining factor here is how well Fuhrman holds up under cross-examination. As an

15. O.J. Simpson — If there is one true wildcard in the whole case. it is whethe 

himself will take the stand. Traditionally, defense lawyers are very reluctant to ee 

| testify; they too often incriminate themselves. However, in this case, only OJ himself can | 
defuse such issues as how blood from the victims came to be in his car and around his house 

as well as what his blood is doing at the crime scene. Furthermore, the Defense may want to 

tap into the vast resevoir of positive feeling which OJ still commands; as a photogenic genial 

public figure for years, the Defense may hope he proves so charming on the stand that jurors 

refuse to believe he could commit such a crime. Lastly, the Defense may at some point simpl 

| decide that the case has been going against them, and that they have nothing to lose. ፡ 
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
